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This request for information came 
about as the result of the Green- 
belt city council’s resolution of the 
night before, recommending to the 
county council that it receive as a 
condition precedent to its approv¬ 
ing the amendment an assurance 
from the county health officer, 
Dr. Perry Stearns, that the efflu¬ 
ent from the proposed plant would 
not represent a health hazard. 

Gullett Statement 

The council also received a writ¬ 
ten statement from county execu¬ 
tive William W. Gullett which it 
wanted further elaboration on. 
Gullett told council that he did not 
see the urgency for permitting the 
use of a temporary plant for Green- 
briar in light of the fact that a 
public sewer will be made available 
in a relatively short period of time. 
He said that the use of temporary 
"fSltfrius as alternatives for public 
sewers should be for specific pur¬ 
poses in the public interest 

Gullett gave as examples of the 
public interest: (1) the solving of 
public health hazards in areas due 
to septic system failures and where 
public sewer service will not or 
cannot be made available due to 
limitations on available capacity, 
engineering or economics. 

(2) to broaden the county’s ec¬ 
onomic base by attracting quality 
industrial and commercial devel¬ 
opment which could not be served 
by public service due to present 
and future limitations. 

(3) to permit the staging of qual¬ 
ity development in areas of the 
county where public sewer is not 
contemplated or programmed with¬ 
in the foreseeable future. 

Gullett stressed that the county’s 
past and present support of the 
Greenbriar project does not mean 
that it should take place in ad¬ 
vance of the availability of public 
sewerage. "We do not believe,” he 
said, “it is good policy to encour¬ 
age or accelerate a major new res¬ 
idential development in advance of 
the availability of public sewerage.” 

He flatly stated that he did not 
believe the use of a temporary 
treatment plant to support Green - 
briar was in the public interest. 

LI ncerta in ty 

Gullett added that he also had 
concerns over whether the pro¬ 
posed treatment plant will function 
as designed. “This uncertainty,” he 
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said, “is further compounded when 
we are facing a major residential 
development.” 

Finally, Gullett said he had reser¬ 
vations concerning the prolifera¬ 
tion of points of sewage discharge 
throughout the county which may 
cause new problems in the future. 

Next week’s News Review will 
contain a summary of the testi¬ 
mony heard by the county council.

AGAINST SEWAGE PLANT; 
GOLLETT TELLS COONTT

A marathon 6%-hour hearing on Tuesday before the Prince 
Georges County Council, interrupted only by an hour for lunch, 
is the latest development in the Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
go-around. The council, which was holding a hearing on CB-45, 
an amendment to the county’s Ten-Year Water and Sewer Plan to 
authorize the installation and use of the temporary treatment plant 
for the Greenbriar and Glen Ora apartment complexes, stated that 
it will consider action next Tuesday after receiving additional 
information from the county health officer. __ 


Council Resolution Stresses 
Safeguards on Sewage Plant

Disregarding petitions signed by more than 800 Greenbelters 
asking for outright opposition to a temporary package sewage 
treatment plant for the Greenbriar and Glen Ora apartment P ro " 
jects, the Greenbelt city council at its Monday night meeting took 
a midway position. By a 4 to 1 vote, council approved a 5-page 
resolution giving voice to community fears as to possible health 
and ecological hazards that might arise from the plant and recom¬ 
mending to State authorities certain safeguards that should be 
considered or required for incorporation into the plant if a permit 
is issued for its installation. _ — 


Voting in favor of the resolution 
was its maker, Charles Schwan, and 
other council members Richard 
Pilski, Elizabeth Maffay, and Gil 
Weidenfeld. Opposed to the reso¬ 
lution was council woman Rhea 
Cohen, wlho said that she constru¬ 
ed the resolution as being in favor 
of the sewage plant. 

Schwan disagreed with this in¬ 
terpretation, arguing that the mo¬ 
tion neither approved nor disap¬ 
proved the sewage plant In fact, 
he said, the council lacked the 
technical competence to make a de¬ 
cision as to the health aspects of 
the plant, which is the responsibility 
of the State Department of Public 
Health and Mental Hygiene. 

However, despite this disclaimer 
of technical competence, Schwan’s 
colleagues Mrs. Maffay and Weind- 
enfeld asserted that all the evidence 
weighed heavily toward the con¬ 
clusion, that there were no health 
or ecological risks involved in the 
sewage plant, which will be incor¬ 
porating advanced methods of ter¬ 
tiary treatment of sewage effluent. 

Audience Sentiment 

Audience sentiment obviously 
disagreed with this finding. Only 
one person — Joe Hanyok — ex¬ 
pressed approval of the plant. Ma¬ 
jority sentiment among the 60 per¬ 
sons present appeared to be that 
some risks were inevitably involv¬ 
ed and that the only way to elim¬ 
inate the risks is not to build the 
plant. “Why the great necessity for 
Greenbelt to have this plant?” ask¬ 
ed Bertram Donn. Another per¬ 
son asked, “Is there any urgency 
about Greenbelt having more ap¬ 
artments ?” 

Not only was audience sentiment 
critical of the plant, but letters were 
also read into the record from 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., Save Our 
Community Committee (SOCC), and 
individuals opposing the plant. Pe¬ 
titions circulated by SOCC and 
signed by 861 persons (including 41 
non-Greenbelters) were presented 
to council. 

Weidenfeld protested the language 
of the petitions, which he said mis¬ 
represented the situation by im¬ 
plying that raw sewage would be 
discharged into a local Greenbelt 
stream. “If I had been approached 
with this petition, and not knowing 
the true situation, I would have 
panicked and signed it also,” he de¬ 
clared. 

Safeguards 

Schwan said that he had studied 
very carefully all the objections that 
had been raised against the plant 
from the (health and ecological view¬ 
point and that his resolution was 
designed to incorporate all the con¬ 
ditions that had been suggested to 
safeguard the plant. 

The resolution adopted by coun¬ 
cil contained over a dozen condi¬ 
tions that it recommended to the 
State Health Department as a min¬ 
imum requirement for issuance of 
permit. Most of these were of a 
technical nature dealing with the 
mechanical processes involved in a 
tertiary treatment plant, including 
the use of dual facilities to guard 
against breakdown. 

In addition, the resolution listed 
a number of other conditions that 
the State Health Department was 
asked to consider imposing on the 
developer. A major one Was a sug¬ 
gestion that the discharge be piped 
to a point on the stream where it 
is no longer intermittent (City 
manager James Giese thought that 
such a point would be near the 
Agricultural Farm). This propos¬ 
al was in response to citizen con¬ 
cern over the discharge of efflu¬ 
ent into an intermittent stream 
that flows through a generally for¬ 
ested area to which residents near¬ 


by have ready access. 

Thus suggestion prompted one 
citizen — Helen Geller — to ask 
the developer Alan Kay point blank 
whether he would voluntarily agree 
to such piping so as to ease citizen 
concern. Kay responded that he 
would abide by any standards laid 
down by the State Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

Want Assurances 

The resolution also recommended 
to the Prince Georges County Coun¬ 
cil that in view of possible health 
and ecological hazards it should 
require an assurance from the 
county health officer that the efflu¬ 
ent would not represent such a 
risk. The city council specified 
that this should be one of the con¬ 
ditions incorporated in the pro¬ 
posed county amendment (CB45) 
to the County’s Ten-Year Waiter 
and Sewer Plan permitting use and 
installation of a temporary treat¬ 
ment plant for the Greenbriar pro¬ 
ject. 

This recommendation was de¬ 
nounced by Thomas White, who 
said that the “county health offic¬ 
er can assure me nothing. The per¬ 
son holding the office can leave or 
be removed, as was done a few 
years ago when he did not look 
after sewage in the county.” Donn 
also asked what good are such as¬ 
surances if there is a breakdown. 

Beverly Stone made the argument 
that once the plant is built and 
there is a total failure, the city 
wil be powerless to close it down. 
Even the courts might be power¬ 
less to act, she said, if only noxious 
or foul odors are involved. 

Steve Polaschik, a GHI board 
member, asked who will com¬ 
pensate for damages and wondered 
whether the developer would be 
willing to post a bond. Kay implied 
that he would agree to some liabil¬ 
ity language in the /tenant lease. 
However, Dr. John Thomas Cook- 
son, a W’aste treatment expert con¬ 
sulting the developer on the de¬ 
sign of the plant, said that he simp¬ 
ly could not foresee any mechani¬ 
cal failure 'that could not be readily 
repaired within 24 hours under 
the built-in and automatic safe-

The public has been treated to a 
display of testimony on both sides 
of the Greenbriar issue, but have 
hear little of the behind-the-scenes 
activities. Somehow or other, de¬ 
cisions of importance are made and 
the average citizen can only hope 
that the elected officials and those 
appointed to the various agencies 
charged with his welfare will all 
work for the public good. How is it 
then that massive citizen campaigns 
have to be mounted before these 
guardians of our welfare with deign 
to listen? And then with deaf ears. 
Why are recognized, respected citi¬ 
zens harassed, and challenged at 
every turn? 

Why are our officials so much 
more responsive to the wealthy de¬ 
veloper’s onslaught of attorneys, 
engineers, and professors than they 
are to the concern of citizens, ecol¬ 
ogists, environmentalists, virolo¬ 
gists. . . ? 

Councilwoman Cohen submitted 
a ten-page research report, plus

Is it fair to ask the other mem¬ 
bers of council why they consist¬ 
ently avoided information all these 
weeks?

In weeks past Mrs. Cohen’s ac¬ 
tivities with the PG Civic Federa¬ 
tion were misrepresented by other 
members of council, in an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to discredit her. To 
what purpose, or for whose bene¬ 
fit do they malign her? 

Mayor Pilski defended himself 
against someone’s implication that 
he was being pressured by the de¬ 
veloper; he did annoyingly admit 
that there was pressure from people 
who opposed the sewage plant, op¬ 
pose it overwhelmingly. It is good 
to know that the mayor will not be 
pressured by the people that elected 
him! It is good to know that Mr. 
Schwan takes credit for a toothless 
resolution — he . might as well have 
laid the cornerstone to the perma¬ 
nent structure they call “tempor¬ 
ary.” 

Mr. Kay would rather deal only 
with governmental agencies and 
politicians because he and his en¬ 
tourage know their way around all 
the agencies and their officialdom. 
He knows that they are all too sus- 
ceptable to the kind of influence 
that he and the Francis Whites of 
this county know how to wield. 

Our newspapers, both city and 
county, often know more than they 
print.

Greenbriar Sewage Plant 


Excessive Zeal 

At Monday night’s Greenbelt City 
Council meeting I spoke impromptu 
from the floor, urging that Mr. 
Schwan’s resolution concerning the 
Greenbriar Sewage Treatment 
Plant be defeated, because it would 
transfer responsibility for the city’s 
welfare to others along the chain 
of the decision making process. My 
concern, and the concern of others, 
is that if our own Council is not 
mindful of its trust how can we ex¬ 
pect others to be so? Mayor Pilski 
seemed unconcerned that other 
agencies may sacrifice our legiti¬ 
mate interests for political reasons. 
That developers and moneyed inter¬ 
ests have ways of exerting pressure 
to secure what they need is not a 
figment of my imagination, Mr. Pil- 
ski’s objections notwithstanding. It 
is standard practice in Prince 
George’s County and, as others 
mentioned, Greenbelt has many vis¬ 
ible monuments to the failings of 
previous councils. I make no accu¬ 
sations, but I can and will speak 
for the way council’s actions appear 
to the citizens. 

Consider then the appearance. 
Mr. Schwan introduced a resolution 
so long and involved that five pages 
are required. These were distribut¬ 
ed in prepared copies by members 
of the city staff, with the obvious 
prior knowledge and concurrence 
of the mayor. Four members of 
council were apparently prepared 
and familiar with the resolution; 
Mrs. Cohen had half an hour head 
start on the audience (an audience 
already annoyed by Council’s fail¬ 
ure to take a stand on preserving 
recreation and open space). The 
resolution, which was properly 
worded with all the needed legalese 
suggested the collaboration of at¬ 
torneys. . . One can’t help wonder¬ 
ing, whether City Solicitor Nanna 
or any of the developers advisors 
were party to the writing. We are 
still permitted to wonder, I hope. 

For a change, someone besides 
Mrs. Cohen was well supplied with 
technical documents and texts. Now 
any semblance of intelligence and 
preparation would be and is com¬ 
mendable. . . I welcome its ap¬ 
pearance. But this sudden rush of 
documents read by Mr. Weidenfeld 
is remarkable, in view of the fact 
that they are all cited in the devel¬ 
oper’s behalf. The sheer volume of 
it was impressive . . . for one week’s 
work, for one Councilman. Perhaps 
he too had help in library legwork. 

Now I know that the appearances 
of which I speak can be misleading. 
So, to be fair, let me suppOvse Mr. 
Schwan wrote the resolution with 
no help, or with unbiased help; 
and that Mr. Weidenfeld did all the 
library work himself, or with un¬ 
biased help. In both cases it seemed 
to be excessive zeal in behalf of 
private interests, and a total dis¬ 
regard of the wishes of the citizens. 

As a voter, I wonder if anyone 
minds if I and other citizens, ask 
WHY?

Reality Involved 

It is interesting that those who 
talked loudest of “pressure” at 
the city council meeting on Mon¬ 
day, even to the extent of accusing 
the four-member majority of re¬ 
sponding to “pressure” from the 
developer, were apparently unaware 
that they themselves were a great 
pressure group. 

The majority had resolved to hear 
all arguments both for and against 
the plant before reaching a decis¬ 
ion. They studied many documents 
and heard testimony from both pub¬ 
lic and private authorities on pub¬ 
lic health, ecology, and sewage dis¬ 
posal technology. They consulted 
expert opinion, listened, and kept 
their minds open. They came to a 
conclusion that they must have 
known in advance would result in 
vilification upon them personally 
that would be probably unequaled 
in any previous Greenbelt contro¬ 
versy. 

I suspect this letter will be one 
of many, and that some of the oth¬ 
er letter writers will charge be¬ 
trayal of Greenbelt, of knuckling 
under to a developer, and engage 
even in character assassination. Yet 
I would rather have a council that 
listens to evidence and has the 
courage to come to an unpopular 
conclusion than any other kind of 
council — and I trust that I my¬ 
self would have the integrity to 
act as they have done were I in 
such a situation as they have been, 
with the popular choice so easy to 
take. 

In this case reality was involved. 
The land is zoned for apartments. 
If he fails to get his proposed lux¬ 
ury development started in time to 
take advantage of the new high 
school, Mr. Kay is unlikely to build 
us a park instead. He may sell to 
another developer with far less 
imagination and sense of commun¬ 
ity esthetics. Certainly the land will 
not be rezoned to either park or 
single family, because that would 
lower its value and deprive its 
owner of his property without due 
process of law. 

Further, Mr. Kay has not at any 
time proposed running raw sewage 
anywhere. He says he will build a 
temporary treatment plant that 
will discharge a liquid no more pol¬ 
luted or dangerous than Beaver Dam 
Creek is now, in fact, less so. Cer¬ 
tainly council had an obligation to 
attempt to see whether these claims 
were reasonable in the light of 
modern technology. Further, when 
faced with what appears to be 
proof beyond a reasonable doubt, 
they cannot ignore that evidence. 

The resolution that they passed 
certainly did make many recom¬ 
mendations to the State boards that 
will be regulatory agencies if the 
sewage treatment plant is built. 
The council majority did not ig¬ 
nore the fears of any Greenbelt 
citizens regarding safety of either 
humans or environment. There is a 
point beyond which failing to listen 
to evidence or to consider it as val¬ 
id because one does not like what 
that evidence supports becomes ha¬ 
rassment. 

A petition with 800 signatures ob¬ 
jecting to raw sewage flowing in 
Greenbelt was rejected because 
there has at no time been a pro¬ 
posal that raw sewage be in any of 
our streams. Signing a misleading 
petition did not represent disap¬ 
proval of an efficient sewage treat¬ 
ment plant. 

I will not criticize the majority 
of the council for trying to act on 
the merits of the case after hear¬ 
ing evidence, and for keeping their 
minds open. Despite the hostile 
audience Monday night, having 
weighed evidence, they voted as 
their individual consciences dictat¬ 
ed, not to win approval of a vocal 
part of the community. 

The council majority voted with 
honesty and integrity. Possibly 
their hardest decision was to not 
take the easy way out and simply 
condemn the project despite evi¬ 
dence. and antagonize nobody ex¬ 
cept the developer. This course in¬ 
deed would have gained for them 
great praise from some and avoided 
the verbal wrath to come. They 


Deplores Name Calling

than happy with the action taken 
Monday night by city council re¬ 
garding the sewage treatment plant 
for Greenbriar (I found Dr. Ber¬ 
tram Donn’s presentation particu¬ 
larly effective), I am nonetheless 
totally convinced that each mem¬ 
ber of city council voted solely on 
the basis of conscience and convic¬ 
tion, and that their decisions were 
arrived at after much study and 
soul searching and awareness of 
passible political costs. I am con¬ 
vinced that all five members of city 
council are persons of honor and 
integrity, and therefore find it deep¬ 
ly disturbing to read letters to the 
editor accusing some of them of 
being “developer oriented.” 

A few hundred years ago, if you 
didn’t like someone or what he 
was doing, all you had to do was 
call him a witch; i nthe fifties, all 
you had to call him was a “Com¬ 
mie,” or a “fellow-traveler;” now 
the catch phrase seems to be “de¬ 
veloper oriented.”

This kind of paranoia can only 
lead to a breakdown of the normal 
give and take of the political pro¬ 
cess. 

I think all want what’s best for 
Greenbelt, but wouldn’t it be mir¬ 
aculous if we all agreed, all the 
time, on what actually is best for 
Greenbelt? Perhaps in some Utop¬ 
ian afterworld — but we are still 
living here on earth now, in the 
turbulent year, 1972. 

So argue on Greenbelt — fight 
for your convictions, sign petitions, 
pass resolutions at your meetings, 
picket, write letters and articles — 
but don’t call names. “Sticks and 
stones may break my bones but 
names will never hurt me” just 
isn’t true. It hurts everybody.

Council Moves Ahead On 
Sidewalk Rights-of-Way

The Greenbelt city council set a new recent record for endur¬ 
ance, running its regular Monday, February 7 meeting until 1:20 
a.m. Tuesday morning. Shortly after midnight, despite a long, 
hard session on the Greenbriar—Glen Ora sewage treatment issue, 
council waded right into another controversial area—the Lakeside- 
Northway “sidewalk issue”. 


at least, where “if you wanted to 
get something done, you didn’t have 
to fight city hall — you just called 
it.” Another letter, from Beverly 
Stone, stated that the city of Green¬ 
belt has never taken affirmative 
action to recruit qualified women 
for available positions in city de¬ 
partments except for secretarial 
work and that any “qualified” wo¬ 
man should be invited to apply for 
the vacant position of associate 
city manager. 


The cutting edge of the discus¬ 
sion has been dulled in recent 
months, however, as the proposal 
was simply to clear a right of way 
on the down side of both streets. 
Four residents on Lakeside reluct¬ 
antly agreed to the idea of clear¬ 
ing a portion of the right-of-way, 
although two — Rita Sue Miller 
and Joseph Hanyok — felt that 
equal treatment should be applied 
to all residents of these streets by 
clearing both sides of the street. 

All expressed fears that this was 
just the first step to developing 
sidewalks, which they adamantly 
opposed. Mrs. Miller felt that it 
was even more important, from a 
safety standpoint, that clearance 
be made on the up side of Lake¬ 
side because parking is limited to 
that side of the street and people 
must alight from their cars there. 

Mrs. Robert Steinman expressed 
concern about losing any trees and 
took council to task for not explor¬ 
ing measures for traffic control 
first. George Beauchamp thought 
that the cleared walkway would be¬ 
come mud in inclement weather 
and suggested that council face the 
tissue of sidewalks immediately. 

Council eventually unanimously 
passed a motion that a “reason¬ 
able” clearance be made of the city 
right-of-way on the down side of 
Lakeside and Northway by August, 
and that if property owners hadn’t 
removed or transplanted obstacles 
by that time, the city would do so. 
The motion was left vague deliber¬ 
ately to give the city manager flex¬ 
ibility, but implied in the action 


be removed, — pathways would go 
around them — that approximately 
a four foot clearance would be 
made wherever possible, and that 
the work would be done at city 
expense. 

Bike riders in Greenbelt were 
given a break as council unanim¬ 
ously passed an ordinance amend¬ 
ing the city code to eliminate the 
25c license fee. Council also ag¬ 
reed to forward recommendations 
of the Springhill Lake Civic As¬ 
sociation to the State Roads Com¬ 
mission to assure that any meas¬ 
ures taken in relation to (the traffic 
experiment at Edmonston and 
Greenbelt Roads be of a temporary 
nature so that, in the event the 
experiment is unsuccessful, citizens 
of the development will not be fur¬ 
ther limited in access to that en¬ 
trance. 

Lake Park Concession Stand 

Council held over action to the 
next regular meeting on Feb. 28, 
on a request by Mr. and Mrs. Du¬ 
ane R. Bowman for a three year 
lease to operate the lake park con¬ 
cession 3tand. Their negotiations 
with the present owners for a trans¬ 
fer would be dependent on the 
lease. Although council had no 
particular objections, it felt that 
an opportunity should be given 
first for residents of Greenbelt to 
be informed in the event anyone 
might be interested in the venture. 

Council was pleased with a let¬ 
ter from Janet James who com¬ 
mended the city on the promptness 
with which it responded to her re¬ 
port of a bad street condition. She 
said that Greenbelt was one city,

guards to be incorporated in the 

plant. 

Arguments 

Throughout the 3-hour discus¬ 
sion, the audience received a pre¬ 
view of many of the arguments that 
were made the following day be¬ 
fore the county council (see ac¬ 
companying article). Cited in fa¬ 
vor of the tertiary plant was the 
Lake Tahoe experience, where the 
effluent is discharged into a Lake 
that is used for recreation purpos¬ 
es. Studies put out by the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency have 
been favorably disposed, pointing 
out that no virus cultures have 
been found in Lake Tahoe. 

Upon questioning, Cookson ad¬ 
mitted (that some problems devel¬ 
oped in the early days of the Lake 
Tahoe plant, but that these have 
been solved. Members from the 
audience commented that the Lake 
Tahoe plant is a permanent-type 
plant and has long-term sewage 
bins. 

David Lange, another GHI board 
member, expressed concern that 
the approval of the temporary sew¬ 
age plant would be by-passing or¬ 
derly planning procedures and, in 
effect, circumventing the State-im¬ 
posed moratorium. Richard Sehift- 
er, representing the developer, de¬ 
nied that the treatment plant was 
a circumvention of the moratorium 
since the effluent would not be go¬ 
ing into the permanent WSSC sys¬ 
tem — the overloading of which 
prompted the moratorium in the 
first place. 

However, several members of the 
audience, led by James Harris, hit 
hard at the idea that approval of 
the temporary treatment plant as 
a means of getting sewage dur¬ 
ing the moratorium was discrimin¬ 
atory against small builders, since 
only large outfits like Kay can 
afford to pay for the cost of a ter¬ 
tiary treatment plant. 

Sc h wan pointed out, in re¬ 
sponse to comments ithat approval 
of the plant might serve as a pre¬ 
cedent, that the city resolution con¬ 
tains a clause stating that the reso¬ 
lution should not be construed as 
endorsing the circumvention of the 
moratorium. 

Harris also expressed concern, 
along with other members of the 
audience, that the council was sub¬ 
ordinating community goals to the 
developer’s goals. Thomas White 
pleaded with council to give some 
weight to the views of the people 
as represented by the petitions. 

Questions were raised as to how 
long “temporary” would be. Schif- 
ter said that his WSSC source of 
information has advised him that 
the first phase expansion of the 
Western Branch permanent system 
would be completed by December 
1973. Mrs. Cohen said that her in¬ 
formants have told her that it will 
be three years. Schifter said that 
the developer will be only too glad 
to hook up with the permanent sys¬ 
tem so that he will no longer have 
to pay the operational costs of the 
temporary plant. 

In response to comments from the 
audience that it is hard to make 
judgments about the plant without 
engineering and site development 
plans, the council at the end of the 
discussion passed a motion request¬ 
ing the State Health Department to 
make available to the Greenbelt 
council all the plans it receives 
from the developer. 

Sparks and Fireworks 

Early in the meeting some spar¬ 
ring took place among coumcil 
members with respect to a motion 
by Mrs. Cohen that council oppose 
any exception to the open-space re¬ 
quirements, particularly as relating 
to Greenbriar. Mrs. Cohen main¬ 
tained that the placement of a 
treatment plant on the Greenbriar 
tract would violate the 70 percent 
requirement of open space for R- 
30 apartments. According to Giese, 
the county planning board says 
that there will be no problem since 
the treatment plant will be discon¬ 
tinued before the tract is fully de¬ 
veloped for the 1,193 units. Council 
tabled /the motion, apparently on 
the grounds that it did not have 
before it a specific request from 
the developer for an open-space 
variance or exception. 

Mrs. Cohen also registered a pro¬ 
test that she never had an oppor¬ 
tunity to see a copy of the resolu¬ 
tion adopted by council until a half 
hour before the council meeting.

City Exploring Ways 
To Acquire Parkland 

Ait a meeting on Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 3 with Congressman Larry 
Hogan, Mayor {Richard Pilski, coun¬ 
cil members Betty Maffay and Gil 
Weidenfeld, and city manager 
James K. Giese explored possibili¬ 
ties of acquiring a 13-acre tract of 
land in the Agricultural Research 
Center adjacent to Parcel 1 and 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way. 

Also present at the meeting were 
representatives of three federal ag¬ 
encies — the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration; the Bureau of Out¬ 
door Recreation (BOR) of the De¬ 
partment of the Interior; and 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Representatives of the Melwood 
School, an institution for mentally 
retarded children, also attended 
the meeting. The Melwood School, 
presently located near Upper Marl¬ 
boro, is competing with Greenbelt 
for acquistion of the tract of land. 

Although Greenbelt’s previous ap¬ 
plication to BOR has been rejected, 
the city “will positively pursue its 
acquisition,” Giiese said. BOR’s de¬ 
cision stemmed from the city's in¬ 
tent to use the site for a landfill 
operation in conjunction with plans 
to develop it for parkland. (BOR's 
powers are confined to disposing 
of surplus federal land for park 
use. HEW, however, has a program 
which permits disposal of sur¬ 
plus land for landfill purposes.) 
The tract already contains some 
landfill, carried out at the time the 
NASA interchange on the Parkway 
was constructed. At that time some 
city garbage was removed from the 
municipal landfill and transported 
to the site further north. 

According to Giese, the city has 
several alternative avenues of ap¬ 
proach toward acquiring the land. 
One would be to apply for the land 
through the HEW program. An¬ 
other would be to buy the land 
outright, without making use of 
any federal program. A third 
would be to amend the BOR ap¬ 
plication. At present the city is ap¬ 
pealing the BOR decision. Which 
step will be followed, should the 
BOR appeal be denied, will be de¬ 
cided following further advice 
from the federal officials involved. 

The other major problem in ac¬ 
quisition of the tract—the compet¬ 
ing interest of the Melwood School 
— may be resolved, Giese said, 
through action by GSA to make 
available as surplus property an¬ 
other suitable parcel elsewhere. 


At the same time, other council 
members expressed their indigna¬ 
tion at inferences made by Leonard 
Cohen that the council was acting 
under political pressure from the 
developer. Mayor Pilski said that 
if there were going to be any charg¬ 
es like that, he wanted them to be 
specific and out in the open and 
Cohen backed down.

GHI Raises Loan Amounts 
On Kitchen Renovations 

by A1 Skolnik 

At its February 3 continuation 
meeting, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board of directors raised the max¬ 
imum loan amounts for kitchen 
renovations. An individual brick 
homeowner can now borrow up to 
$4,500 (previous limit $2,000) and 
a frame homeowner up to $3,500 
(previous limit $1,500). The max¬ 
imum for bathrooms will remain 
$1,000. The loans are at true an¬ 
nual interest rate of about 9% and 
can be made for up to 10 years, 
provided certain conditions are 
met. 

This liberalization does not affect 
the policy of the corporation of 
limiting the total amount of its 
funds that it will allocate to the 
loan program. That limit remains 
the same. The raise in individual 
loan maximums is in response to 
the rising costs of kitchen reno¬ 
vation, which have been greatly 
exceeding the loan maximums. 

The Audit Committee unanimous¬ 
ly recommended that the hoard 
consider an alternative outside au¬ 
ditor for the coming year and per¬ 
haps adopt a policy of changing 
auditors at regular intervals say, 
three to five years. Such a policy, 
it is felt, would be helpful to the 
corporation in getting different au¬ 
diting approaches and might also 
result in some cost savings. This 
suggestion, the committee said, is 
not meant to be a reflection on the 
present auditors, since such switch¬ 
ing is considered a sound finan¬ 
cial practice. The report was re¬ 
manded to the Finance Committee. 

The board approved the wording 
of a circular which will be distrib¬ 
uted to members attending the 
board meetings. This circular will 
explain the operations of the board 
how the board conducts meetings, 
and will give some guidelines for 
members’ participation in the bus¬ 
iness of the meeting. 

Exit Interviews 

Data regarding the results of 
some 100-odd interviews made with 
departing GHI members during 
June-December 1971 were given to 
the board. Highlights: 

— 35% are moving out of the met¬ 
ropolitan area. 

—70% had children, almost half 
of whom were under 5 years of 
age. 24% were widowed, divorced, 
or single. 

— 84% are moving to free-standing 
homes. 68 members wanted a 
larger home, 22 a basement, 24 
a bigger yard, and 16 a recreation 
room. 5 wanted a smaller home. 
(Because of mutiple answers, to¬ 
tal adds up to more than 100.) 

— 41% reported annual income of 
$12,000 and over; 44% reported 
income of $8,000-$12,000. 

—12 departees expressed dissatis¬ 
faction with maintenance, 17 with 
parking situation, 13 with stand¬ 
ards and regulations (some of 
whom wanted the regulation/s 
enforced). Remainder were sat¬ 
isfied with GHI services or did 
not answer. 

Tidbits 

Janet James was appointed chair¬ 
man of the parking committee . . . 
Martha Hutzler Informed the board 
that she was not satisfied with the 
reply furnished her on the compar¬ 
ative heating costs of GDC and 
frame homes ... A 9 Ridge mem¬ 
ber praised the corporation for its 
diligence in taking care of water 
damage that had occurred as the 
result of a stopped-up downspot.
